And to ma ke it more complica ted it is to 
be a ssum ed tha t since both .Mr. Stra uss 
a nd Mr. .Mueller a re .sa tisfa ctory to P resi­ 
dent Eisenliovver both ha rbor policies close­ 
ly a kin a nd in ha rmony with the genera l 
philosophy of the a dministra tion. 
The most one ca n ma ke of it is tha t 
the storm ha s blown itself out a nd tha t 
Mr. Stra uss, himself, might toda y be run­ 
ning the depa rtment except for a certa in 
gra ting persona lity which a cted on the Sen­ 
a te’s tem per somewha t like the chemica l 
the cloud seeders use to provoke a storm. 
A Welcome Action 
The investiga tion of foreign a id a dminis- 
Ha tion in Viet N a m by the Sena te Foreign 
Rela tions Commtitee under Sen. J. Willia m 
Fullbright should be a most u.seful a ction, 
portuna tely or unfortuna tely, it com es too 
la te to a ffect this yea r’s foreign a id bill. 
The House a nd Sena te ha ve now sent to 
the President a $3.5 million a id bill, just 
10 per cent less tha n he requested. 
All four Nebra ska ns in the House, two R e­ 
publica ns a nd two Dem ocra ts, voted a ga inst 
the m ca suie, which might m a ke som e peo­ 
ple wonder wha t sort of a cha nge it wa s 
they ma de in the 19 58 elections. 
But the 
com m ittee inve.stiga tion will or should help 
to cla rify the long-sta nding dispute 
over 
foreign a id. 
Those who ha ve opposed this 
progra m ha ve inva ria bly done so 
on 
the 
prem ise tha t it ha s been misa dministered. 
There ha ve been cla im s of wa steful spend- 
ing a nd of persona l use of the funds by for- 
eign politica l lea ders. It ha s been sa id tha t 
the progra m ha s cost us a s m a ny if not 
more friends tha n it ha s ma de for us. 
But 


there ha s a lwa ys been a noticea ble la ck of 
proof of these cla ims. 
The Fullbright com ­ 
mittee investiga tion should settle the ques­ 
tion once a nd for a ll. 


If funds a re being wa sted a nd used to 
line the pockets of a few inlluentia l politi­ 
cia ns, then the pra ctice should be stojipcd. 
If this IS not the ca se, the public will know 
a nd the foreign a id progra m ca n live or die 
on its merits, where the issue should be set­ 
tled. 
Beca use of the la ck of knowledge in 
this one a rea , a very essentia l clement of 
the current world conflict ha s been denied 
fa ir considera tion by the America n people. 
I he progra m ha s not been judged on its 
huma nita ria n inspects or upon its politica l 
implica tions. 
We ha ve been more worried 
over the wa sting of a few dolla rs tha n we 
ha ve been over the cha llenge of Soviet eco­ 
nomic a nd milita ry a dva nces. 
We should 
not ignore wa ste or extra va ga nce but 
we 
should first know to wha t extent it exists 
a nd then pla ce it in proper perspective.

allowed 
to 
grow for 
about two weeks in water. 
By the time it has reached 
a height of 10 to 14 inches, 
it is pulled out by hand in 
clumps and reset in straight 
and even rows in additional 
small plots. 


Alen and women were in 
the fields through the hot sun 
all day and still working at 
8 o’clock in the evening. It 
is tedious and back-breaking 
work, yet these people are 
free to do their work, free
